JERSEY—The bush is of vigorous habit and grows to be quite large. 
The berries are the largest of any here listed and ripen about the same 
time as Rubel. 


RANCOCAS—The bush is of slender, vigorous, upright growth reaching 
about 5 ft. in height. The berries are somewhat larger than Rubel and ripen 
several days earlier.
